The big news of the May 3 governing 

_ board meeting is that the college may 

not be as broke as we had expected. 

New budget estimates show that Hart- 

nell could begin next year with $1.4 
million. 


The college has saved money by 
charging student fees, parking fees and 
using money from the sale of athletic 
and theater tickets. Additional money 
has come from savings in student 
employment, hourly aides, travel, in- 
terests on accounts and a carry-over 
from this years budget.

Hansen new president, senate has ‘good-mix’ 


After a few years of racially ignited 
student campaigns, this years election 
has resulted in tranquility and what ap- 
pears to be a more racially balanced 
government. 

Michael Rose, elected as a senator 
said,‘‘We got a good cross-section of 
the student community and they are 
really aware of the needs of the com- 
munity. | was very pleased with the can- 
didates that were elected.”’ 

‘I'd hoped for more of an equal 


split,’ said Ed Cruz, who was also’ 


elected to be a senator. ‘‘Now we can 
say there is a mix and there are dif- 
ferent ideas, different views.”’ 

The three who were running from this 
years ASHC, only two, Mike Rose and 
Scott Phillips were re-elected, while the 
other, Chris Mychejluk dropped out of 
the race because he didn’t expect to be 
here next year. Phillips was elected 
vice president and Rose will returnasa 
senator. 

’ The new president, Jeff Hansen was 
elected by a margin of 268 to 133 over 
Elsie. Martinez. 


‘t hope that million is there and 
would quit moving around,” said 
Anderson. 

According to Anderson, the board 
said on Aug. 3 there would be a deficit 
of $183,821.00, on Aug. 24, a deficit of 
$193,301.00, at the Oct. 5 meeting, it was 
stated there would be $1.1 million less 
because of less ADA (average daily at- 
tendance), on Dec. 7 a deficit was pro- 
jected at $27,000.00. Now the projected 
ending balance is in the black by 
$789,749.00. 

Lloyd Lowrey Jr., president of the 
board, said the money did exist and, as 
a result, contract negotiations which 
broke down in November due to lack of 
money, will begin again. 


Phillips received 247 votes to Ruby 
Ann Vasquez 137. Phillips has been at 
Hartnell-for 1% years. Phillips originally 
elected to be a senator last year was 
chosen to be the present ASHC vice- 
president after numerous resignation 
this year. 


Rose. received 278 votes to become 
one of the 8 senators. The others 
elected include Pat Stadille, 252; Dan 
Sulluvan, 246; Kenneth E. Pendergrass, 
242; Scott W. Brown, 235; Ken Malech, 
187; Ed Cruz, 168 and Leticia Garcia, 
162. 


Cruz, who was a senator a year ago, 
commented about his election victory. 
‘It was a total surprise, when! got back 
from work, Now.!’m able to go ahead 
and do what | can do, to provide for all 
students, I'm happy, I’ve achieved what 
| was going to.’’

Pendergrass wished to offer his thanks,

The May 3 meeting also discussed 
the selection process of the new 
superintendent-president. Dr. Gibb 
Madsen, the present holder of that 
position, announced his retirement on 
March 1 to be effective in August, 1983. 

Janice Anderman, chairperson of the 
board subcommittee on the selection of 
the new president, submitted a timeline 
for the process. 

Anderman said over a hundred ‘‘ex- 
tremely qualified’ applicants are bid- 
ding for the position which begins on 
Aug 15 1983. 

The board has set up two panels. 
One, the paperscreening panel, will go 
over all applications and narrow the 
field to 8-15 applicants by May 25. 


Ironically enough; the Panther Sentinel whose 
logo stands above, also faces extinction, just 
shy of its 50th anniversary.

I think Reagan may be right. 

We really do need prayer in public schools. 

Or, at least, for them. 

According to the National Commission on Ex- 
cellence in Education, United States high schools are 
not providing students with an adequate education. 

‘Our nation is at risk,’’ the commission said. 

It cited rates of functional illiteracy among American 
adults and falling SAT scores as proof of what it called 
a “rising tide of mediocrity’’ in public education. 

In a 29 page report released on April 26 to a group of 
educators, politicians and civil leaders, the commis- 
sion called for these changes in the high school 
system: 
¢Four years of English, three years of science and 
social studies, and half a year of computer science be 
made mandatory for a student to graduate. 

*Two years of foreign lanuguage for college 
preparatory students to be strongly suggested. 
Admission standards for colleges be raised. 
Homework be increased, and the school day and 
year be lengthened. 

*Teacher salaries be raised to attract more qualified 
personnel. 

A decline in American public education isn’t exactly 
a startling revelation. Educators and parents across 
the nation have been issuing similar warnings for a 
long time. 

What is significant in this case is that the federal 
government is acknowledging the problem.

novative Instruction. This $4,100 account, which has 
been earmarked to help Hartnell with 
budgetary problems, represents a third of the student 


. government's annual budget. 


While $4,100 doesn’t go far in attempting to alleviate 
some of the problems brought about by thousands of 
dollars in budget cuts, it is commendabie that the 
ASHC could sacrifice that great a portion of their 
budget. 

It would have been easy for the student government 
to have said it was incapable of doing anything signifi- 
cant to help preserve some of the quality education at 
Hartnell. Their efforts to the contrary show a concern 
for the college that other sections of the campus 
would do well to imitate. 


President Reagan has said that the nationwide 
decline in education is a result of bureaucratic contro! 
over education. ‘‘Government seemed to forget that 
education begins in the home,”’ the President said, 
“‘where it’s a parental right and responsibility.”’ 

His administration has made it clear that though it 
has tried to draw attention to the report, it has no in- 
tention of doing anything else to see the commis- 
sion’s suggestions become a reality. 

So while the federal government is recognizing the 
decline in American education, it has washed its 
hands of any responsibility for it. 

Any educational reform, said Secretary of Educa- 
tion Terrel H. Bell, should be implemented (and fund- 
ed) on the state and local leveis. 

School districts are struggling right now to make 
ends meet on tight budgets. Increasing the length of 
the school year and raising salaries will be an expen- 
sive endeavor. To expect them to finance the sorts of 
changes the commission proposes is ridiculous. 

The suggested reforms in commission's report will 
probably not be realized. 

That is unfortunate. An educated public isa 
necessity in a high-tech society, and yet the Reagan 
administration has consistently cut educational pro- 
grams and student financial aid. When it comes to im- 

proving education, Reagan is quite willing to pass the 
buck, but not the bucks. 

Quality education is an investment, but a wor- 
thwhile one. If there are to be improvements made in 
education in the United States, the efforts of both the 
federal and state governments are needed. Finger- 
pointing solves nothing, and, as the commission’s

The ASHC has $4,100 it wants to give away. 

So it has created a Fund for innovative Instruction to 
do just that. 

The fund, which is part of ASHC’s unused budget 
revenue, was created to help educational programs at 
Hartnell which are financially insecure. 

“‘We want to see students and faculty involved in 
programs that have not been tried out before,’’ said 
Janet van der Burg, ASHC president. ‘‘And we also 
want to see some of the programs that lack funds 
helped, too.’’ 

Van der Burg said ASHC hoped to help support a 
diversified education at Hartnell by granting these 
programs money through the fund. 

Selection of recipients is based on the following: 
The program must involve both Hartnell students and 
faculty. 
eThe program should represent a large sector of the 
college population. 

The program must provide quality education. 

Programs which involve evening and non-traditional 
students are welcomed, said van der Burg. 

Eleven individuals or groups have applied for 
various amounts of money. The financial aids office

Hart tracksters capture Coast Conference Crowns 


Men win for second straight year 


Defending their 1982 Coast Con- 
ference title, the men’s track team, led 
by Jim Scattini and Allan Christensen, 
literally ran over their competition on 
May 31 at Hartnell, scoring over. 224 
points to win the CC crown for the se- 
cond time in as many years. 

The women also emerged victorious, 
beating runner-up Cabrillo 173 to 101. 

Scattini handled two distance events 
like an old pro, winning both the 10,000 
and 5,000-meter races. He won the 
10,000 with a time of 32:59.3, outdistanc- 
ing his nearest competitor by nearly 20 
seconds. 


Scattini then came back to win the
